Beyond the eardrum, in the 
middle ear chamber, are three 
tiny, linked bones called the 
malleus hammer), incus 
anvil), and stapes (stirrup) 
rhe outer bone, the malleus, is 
attached to the eardrum. The 
inner bone, the stapes, ends in 
a footplate which fits onto the 
oval window, an opening in the 
wall of the bone housing the 
inner ear.

Your inner ear is filled with 
fluid, and the lower portion 
terminates in a delicate, spiral 
structure that is shaped like a 
snail. It is called the cochlea 

Inside the cochlea is an 
arrangement of thousands of 
tiny specialized cells, each of 
which is equipped with many 
microscopic hairs. These hairs 
are immersed in the fluid 
which fills the cochlea 

The movement of the fluid 
causes the hairs immersed in 
it to move. The movement 
stimulates the attached cell to 
send a tiny impulse along the 
fibers of the auditory nerve to 
the brain. In the brain, the im- 
pulse is translated into the sen- 
sation you know as sound. 

Generally, there are two 
types of hearing loss. In a con- 
ductive hearing loss, the 
problem lies in the outer or 
inner ear. Conductive hearing 
problems can be caused by a 
number of things: wax may be 
blocking the ear canal; the 
tissue lining the middle ear 
may be infected; the eardrum 
may be punctured; or the tiny 
bones in the middle of the ear 
may not move properly. Fortu- 
nately, many conductive hear- 
ing problems can often be 
treated successfully by 
medical or surgical measures 
hearing loss is 
generally not correctable and 
hence is the type most com- 
monly offset by use of a hear- 
ing aid. Here the problem is in 
the inner ear and is the result 
of damage to the hair cells, 
nerve fibers, or both. There 
are many causes of nerve 
hearing loss including illnesses 
accompanied by high fever,
